Tracing New York Drafts. 


Through testimony given by Pat- 
rick J. Sullivan, Manager and Assist- 
ant Treasurer of the E. W. Ed- 
wards & Son’s department store 
at Syracuse, Commissioner Le Boeuf 
traced $2,875, a lump-sum pay- 
ment by the State to C. B. Knapp, 
presumed to be a stepdaughter of 
Mrs. Knapp, who now is principal 
of a Vermont school of home eco- 
nomics, to this establishment, where 
it was applied to payments on two 
accounts Mrs. Knapp had opened 
there. 

The State’s check had been cashed 
by the old Albany Trust Company, 
and with the proceeds a New York 
City draft on the Chase National 
Bank had’ been purchased. It was 
this draft which in turn found its 
way to the Syracuse department 
store, there to be placed to the credit 


of Mrs. Knapp herself.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—The Gov- 
ernment in its effort to convict Al- 
bert B. Fall, ex-Secretary of the In- 
terior, and Harry F. Sinclair of con- 
spiracy' to defraud in ‘the Teapot 
Dome naval oil reserve lease opened 
fire with its big guns. today. : 
For the first time since the tria 
started a*week ago Monday the pro- 
ceedings were. speeded up ahd there 
was a cessation of the steady flow 
of documentary evidence that more 
than-any other .one thing has caused 
the proceedings to drag up to this 
time. ; 

One after the other the prosecu- 
tion called to the witness chair the 
first of its main witnesses, Senator 
John B. Kendrick of Wyoming, ex- 
Representative Frank W. Mondell of 
the same State, Judge Amos L. 
Beaty, Chairman of the Board of the 
Texas Company, and others whose 
connection with the Teapot Dome 
case, in the viewpoint of the Gov- 
ernment, goes far to sustain the al- 
legation of the prosecution that se- 
crecy was the rule in the transac- 
tion and that in the making of the 
lease the dominating figure was Mr. 
Fall. 

Mr. Mondell, who was Republican 
floor leader in the House during the 
first stages of the naval oil inquiry,

HIS FOES IN FEAR, 
CONFIRMS APPEALS 


Seized in Rumania and-Asks 
~ Free Discussion. 


WOULD NOT DISTURB NATION 


Prince Says That His Previous 
_ Declarations Never Reached 
the Public at Home. 


BUCHAREST UNDER CENSOR 


Situation There Is Believed to Be 
Serious — Averescu’ Attacks 
Bratianu as ‘‘Usurper.”’

PARIS, Oct. 26.—Reports reaching 
Paris indicate that despite the de- 
nials of the Bratianu Government 
there is increasing agitation in Ru- 
mania, and that this agitation centres 
around sentiment in favor of the re- 
turn to Bucharest of former Crown 
Prince Carol. 

As explained here, the sentiment 
of a large part of the peasant popu- 
lation favors.a change, in- the exist- 
ing , political situation, »and this 
crystallizes ‘about ‘the ‘person ° of 
Caro]. In other words, instead of 
Carol being the object. of hero wor- 
ship, he represents’ a peg on which 
a growing dissatisfaction is being 
hung. 

Carol: returned to Paris this after- 
noon from the villa he has bought in 
the Orne and let it be known at 
once that he had not ‘resumed re- 
lations with Mme. Lupescu, the mis- 
tress from whom he’ broke’ off last 
week. The Prince once. more pro- 
claimed that he did-net desire of 
himself to ‘start disturbances in Ru- 
mania, but that he thought that Ru- 
manian -people were being wronged 
by the suppression of discussion, for 
which he blames the Bratianu Gov- 
ernment. : 

In other words; the. position of the 
Prince is that if there .exists no sen- 
timent for his return, why does the 
present Government take ‘such steps 
as the cutting off of. communica- 
tions and the establishment of a 
rigid censorship. He pointed espe- 
cially to the arrest of M. Manoilescu, 
who bore letters from him to -polit- 
ical..chiefs. - If he and his move- 
ments were indifferent to'the Ru- 
manian people, Carol wants to know 


why Premier Bratianu is so stirred 
up about him. 


Carol Gives Text of Letters. 


“T learned from the newspapers,”’ 
said Carol this evening, ‘‘of the ar- 
rest of Manoilescu, which astonished 
me. It is true that he had letters 


I. had given him for the chiefs of 
Rumanian parties, including the Pre- 
mier.”’ 

Carol was told that M. Bratianu 
had said that ne had addressed a 
peéals to party leaders to try to stir 
up a revolution and was asked if 
this were true. 

“The party chiefs asked me,’’ he 
replied, ‘‘to confirm a declaration I 
made in July to the Matin, for that 
number of the paper never reached 
Rumania. To set the affair straight, 
here is the text of these letters, all 
five of which are identical.’’ 

The following is the text that Carol 
handed out: 

“Certain dispatches sent out by of- 
ficial and semi-official agencies, as 
well as developments in the situa- 
tion, oblige me to quit the reserve 
that I had imposed on myself. for 
some time. For this reason, in July, 
several days after the death of my 
dear father, I made certain declara- 
tions which I wish to make known to 
the Rumanian people. These declara- 
tions, publisked in the Matin July 
81, could not be reproduced in Ru- 
mania,-and certain Rumanian lead- 
ers haye questioned their , authen- 
ticity and asked me to confirm them. 
“Also, an official communiqué of 
the Rumanian Government, pub- 
lished in August exclusively in the 
foreign press, said that my declara- 
tions had produced no effect in Ru- 
mania, whereas the truth was that’ 
they had not been allowed to reach 
the Rumanian public.

“Finally, in a recent publication I 
was attacked personally, whereas I 
had never attacked any one, though

Just as soon as. the experts can 
draw up a decree—probably Monday 
or Tuesday of next week—American 
products; will be restored to the fa- 
vorable rates they enjoyed previous 
to Sept, 6, thereby making it possi- 
ble for millions of dollars’. worth of 
American manufactured articlesagain 
to be sold on a normal competitive 
basis in the French market. 

Today’s happy turn to the Franco- 
American tariff dispute ends for the

ere remains, of course, the larger 
question of negotiations for a perma- 
nent commercial treaty,. but mean- 
while American business will resume 
the position it held until the coming 
into effect of the Franco-German 
commercial treaty ‘resulted in, quad- 
agg the duties on millions (+ Co) 
lars of imports from America. 

It is believed that. Mr. Whitehouse 
gave M. Bokanowski assurances as 
to the length of time it will take to 
put the American concessions into 
effect.

CURTIS TAKES FIELD 
POR THE PRESIDENCY 


Kansas Senator Is the First 
Republican to Announce 
Formal Candidacy. 


ASSUMES COOLIDGE IS OUT 


Boom for Senate Leader Started 
 in.Kansas This Summer— 
‘Jt Will Now Be Pushed.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—The first 
definite -casting of a candidatorial 
hat into the Republican Presidential 
ring came today when Charles Cur- 
tis of Kansas, majority leader of the 
Senate, announced his candidacy for 
his party’s highest honor. 

None of the other party aspirants 
for next year’s nomination has taken 
such a definite stand. Even former 
Governor Frank O. Lowden of Illi- 
nois, sponsored by Westerners who 
espouse the McNary-Haugen bill, has 
not gone further than to say that 
‘no man ever ran away from the 
Presidency,’’ while Senator Frank B. 
Willis of Ohio has indicated: merely 
that the public could draw its own 
conclusions from a statement he 


issued last week giving his views as 
to what the Republican national 
platform should contain. : 

The Curtis announcement, made in 
the form.of a letter giving permis- 
sion to circulate petitions in favor of 
nominating the Senator for Presi- 
dent and for the or ization of 
Curtis-for-President ‘cluvs, has a 
double interest and importance. As 
Republican leader of the Senate, Mr. 
Curtis occupies a strong position, 
one that will make him a. serious 
contender for the nomination in the 
event of a deadlock in the national 
convention. ' ; 

Convinced That Coolidge Is Out. 


Of more immediate interest and 
importance is the fact that Senator 
Curtis’s announcement means that 
he is at last convinced that there 
is not. the slightest likelihood that 
President Coolidge will be renom- 
inated. 

Mr. Curtis has been one of the 
most ardent advocates of putting Mr. 
Coolidge forward for; another term, 
and he hesitated a long time before 
reaching the conclusion, based on. 
intimate means of obtaining informa- 
tion, that the President had taken 
himself entirely out of it by his ‘I 
do not choose to run’’ declaration of 
Aug. 2. 

Mr. Curtis has been so much in the 


background as a Presidential possi-. 


bility that his. friends—and they 
are many—have not regarded serious- 
ly the talk that has been going the 
rounds for the last couple of months 
that he might get into the contest 
for the nomination, but there ap- 
pears to be no doubt that Mr. Curtis 
is in deadly earnest. 

An astute. politician, he is credit- 
ead with believing that in the: exist- 
ing state of the party affairs:he has 
as good a chance as anybody else to 
be’ named as the Presidential can- 
didate, a gambling chance, but nev- 
ertheless one worth taking. It is not 
overlooked by some of those who 
are impressed by the point of view 
attributed to Senator Curtis, 
when Warren G. Harding was picked 
for the Presidential nomination in a 
smoke-filled room a. Chicago 
hotel at 2. o’clock on a June morn- 
ing in the course of the ublican 
National Convention of 1920, the

Crowded Court Receives the

TRIAL DISCLOSED POGROMS 


Atrocities on Ukrainian Jews 
Were Dramatically Pictured 
' by Defendant's Counsel.

Special Cable to THE New York TIMEs, 
PARIS, Oct. 26.—Samuel Schwartz- 
bard, who in court had proudly pro- 
claimed himself .the assassin of 
ex-President Petlura of Ukrainia, 
today was acquitted of that murder 
by a French jury after thirty-five 
minutes’ deliberation. 
Cheers and cries of ‘‘Vive la 
France!’’ greeted the verdict from 
the court room, which was jammed 
to capacity in the closing session by 
@ cosmopolitan. crowd, whose. pres- 
ence at the proceedings made the 
trial, in a measure, a protest against 
the Ukrainian pogroms, in which 
thousands of Jews were victims. 
Schwartzbard, Jewish clockmaker, 
who was naturalized in France after 


serving.in the French Foreign Legion 
during the World War, today sat 
impassive before the concluding ar- 
raignment when Maitre Campinchi, 
pointing directly at him, demanded: 

“‘Schwartzbard, who are you ‘to 
take justice into your own hands?” 

He charged the jury to remember 
that if they acquitted Schwartzbard 
the father of General Petlura, who 
sat in the court room, could feel 
himself justified in striking. 

“Gentlemen of the jury,’’ pleaded 
Maitre Henry Torres, the oratorical 
leader of the defense, “‘there is only 
one question before you. Can 
Schwartzbard be considered guilty?’’ 
And there is only one answer.’’ He 
pictured dramatically the horrors of 
the Ukrainian massacres, which he 
declared, the defense had traced di- 
rectly to the door of Petlura. 


State *Charges Russian Plot. 


The State contended that Schwartz- 
bard misrepresented the facts when 
he pretended that he conceived and 
executed the act alone. ° 

Instructions and information from 

Russia involving the name of Emma 
Goldman, for thirty years a Russian 
agitator in America, were mentioned 
by the prosecutor in summing up the 
evidence, and he continued: 
\ ‘Strange faces were. seen in the 
vicinity of the Boulevard St. Mi- 
chel at the scene of the shooting: on 
the day it took place... Schwartzbard 
fired in obedience to definite orders 
at the hour prescribed.’’

Rescues Go On Through Night. 


As fast as the rescue steamers 
reached the’ scene they put over life- 
boats, picking up..those in boats 
launched from the Mafalda and those 
on the liner’s life rafts. The water 
was dotted with those kept afloat by 
the life preservers they had donned 
before jumping into the sea from the 
sinking ships. These, two, were 
picked up by the lifeboats from the 
succoring vessels. Hour after hour 
the search was kept up by the sea- 
men for others who might still be 
lost on the waters. One steamship 
reported that in her search she 
passed two empty lifeboats and sev- 
eral rafts, but no sign of survivors. 
There was reason to believe, how- 
ever, that those who had occupied 
the boats and rafts had already been 
picked up, 

So urgent was the need of va 
work that there was at first little 
time for messages to reassure points 
which knew of the Mafalda’s plight 
and feared a great marine disaster. 
But as morning came the rescue 
ships sent out meagre but reassuring 
wireless advices. The French steamer 
Formose flashed word that the rescue 
vessels hoped to save ‘‘almost all”’ of 
those aboard the Mafalda. The ca 
tain’s message, filed aboard his ship 
at 9 o’clock and addressed to The As- 
sociated Press, read: 

“We hope to rescue almost all. 
Four more steamers have arrived.’’ 

In another message, apparently 
filed duri the night, the Captain 
gaid that the rescue work was pro- 
ceeding regularly. 

Wireless Tells of Rescue Work. 

A second wireless message from the 
captain of the Formosa, received at 
10:85 o’clock ‘this morning and ap- 
parently filed from the vessel during 
the night, read: 

“Bince 9 P. M., with the steamer 
Mosella and other vessels, we have 
been proceeding with the rescue of 
the passengers of the Mafalda, which 
is going on regularly. We are wait- 
ing for daylight. Our arrival at Rio 
Janeiro will be delayed twenty-four 
hours. We are ng the rescued 
to Rio Janeiro.” ‘ 

The Brazilian authorities immedi- 
ately took all possible steps to. give 
aid to those rescued from the ship 
as soon as word of the disaster was 
received. The cruiser Rio Grande do 
Sul was dispatched to the scene to 
aid in transferring passengers res- 
cued by steamers which are not 
scheduled to stop at Rio Janeiro. 
Orders also were issued: to officials 
along the seaboard to prepare for 
the reception of any of those ship- 
wrecked who might reach the Bra- 
gillian mainland in lifeboats. 

The news of the sinking caused a 
tremendous stir throughout Brazil 
and thousands of calls were received 
by newspapers and steamship com- 
panies from the public since many 
relatives and friends of South Amer- 
ficans were aboard the Mafalda. 

Although shipping circles here 
stated that there were 1,600 persons 
aboard the liner, the Rio Janeiro 
agent of the Navigazione Generale 
Italiana, owners of the ship, stated 
that the number was 1,238, of whom 
240 were members of the crew. All 
but 110 of the passengers were Ital- 
jan emigrants bound for a new 
homeland in Brazil and Argentina, 
741 being bound for Montevideo and 
Buenos Aires. 


Kept Afloat After Explosion. 
By The Associated Press. 

PERNAMBUCO, Brazil, Oct. 26.— 
An explosion in the boilers brought 
an end to the Italian liner Princi- 
pessa Mafalda off the coast of Brazil 
last night. With more than 1,200 
passengers and crew aboard, the cap- 
tain, realizing that his vessel was 
sinking, ordered full steam toward 
the Abrolhos rocks, Santa Barbara 
Islets, not many miles from the 
mainland. 

To calm the alarmed steerage pas- 
sengers, of whom there were nearly

Taken Off as Ship Sunk, 


With amazing speed the rescuing 
seamen put out their boats and were 
soon taking off the passengers of 
the liner and picking up those al- 
ready in small boats in the sea. The 
presence of so many rescuers served 
te reassure the passengers, even 
though at that very time the Ma- 
falda was sinking fast. 

Wireless messages, telling briefly 
of the disaster, reported a total of 
1,150 passengers and crew saved by 
the ships that took the leading part 
in the rescue. It is believed that 
still others were saved.

Explosion Theory Accepted, 
BUENOS AIRDBS, Oct. 26 ).-—-The 
Navigazione Generale Italiana has 
received a message from its agent in 
Bahia saying that only sixty-eight 
persons are missing from .the Ma- 
alda, including passengers and mem- 
bers of the crew. It is hoped that 
some of these may have been picked 
up by a freight steamer which has 
not yet reported. 
he steamship company’s offices 
here have been overrun by relatives 
of those aboard the Mafalda, clamor- 
ing for news of the wreck and the 
names of the victims. Induced to 
leave, they came back in, display- 
ing greater anxiety and excitement 


than ever, 

Early reports of the Mafalda strik- 
ing a submerged object or a reef are 
considered improbable, the former 
because the injury to the liner is said 
to have been in the stern, and the 
latter because of the great depth of 
he water in the zone where she went 
down. In addition, seca and weather 
conditions were favorable, and the 
ship was in command of an experi- 
enced mariner. 

The explosion theory is accepted as 
being the probable cause of the 
sinking, and this could have been 
due to the flooding of the boilers 
after a hole had been ripped in the 
side of the vessel by a broken shaft.

HAD MADE 20 SAFE VOYAGES. 


Mafalda Was Once Fastest Ship on 
Route She Followed. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Oct. 26 ().— 
The Principessa Mafalda had made 
twenty voyages from Italy to Buenos 
Aires, carrying emigrants and first 
and second class passengers. Pro- 
fessor Gigli, Director of the Statisti- 
cal Institute of Rome, was a passen- 
ger on the last ill-fated voyage, the 
Italian Embassy said. 

The Mafalda was in command of 
Captain Simon Guli, a veteran mari- 
ner, aged 55. She was due here yes- 
terday and was to have gone to 
Buenos Aires, where she was to ar- 
rive Saturday. The ship sailed from 
Genoa Oct. 10 and Barcelona, Spain, 
Oct. 20. 

The first news of the disaster 
reached here when-the Bahia radio 


station reported hearing numerous 
calls for aid being relayed by ships 
which had picked up the Mafalda’s 
frantic appeal. 

The Principesse Mafalda, 
was built in Genoa in 1908, was 
christened for FPrincess Mafalda, 
twenty-five-year-old daughter of King 
Victor Emmanuel of Italy, who mar- 
ried Prince Phillipe of Hesse in 1925. 
Until four years ago the ship, 
which is a twin screw steel steamship 
of 9,210 tons, was the fastest liner 
plying between Italy and South 
America. The boat was built pri- 
marily for South American trade and 
visited the United States only once, 
in 1914. : 

More than seven years ago the lin- 
er while en route from Buenos Aires 
to Italy was erroneously reported to 
have hit a mine and sunk with 700 
passengers aboard. 

During the World War the Italian 
saqvernmnant used the boat as a troop 
ship. 

The waters off Bahia where the 
Principesse Mafalda sunk are made 
treacherous by unmarked rocks just 
below the surface. The Munson lin- 
er Western World, going from Buenos 
Aires to New York last Spring, struck 
one of these rocks and was salvaged 
only after considerable difficulty. 

Southeast trade winds blow steadily 
over the portion of the South Atlan- 
tic where the ship sunk. The weather 
is usually fairly calm, with a smooth 
sea. This would permit lifeboats to 
be lowered without danger of capsiz- 
ing.

HOURS OF AGONY IN ROME. 


Relatives of Passengers on Mafalda 
Besiege Newspaper Offices.

ROME, Oct. 26,—Since special edi- 
tions of the newspapers about noon 
announced the sinking of the Mafal- 
da, Italy has been living in terrible 
hours of agonizing suspense. The 
offices of the Navigazione Generale 
Italiana throughout the country were 
besieged all the afternoon by crowds 
of anxious inquirers wishing to have 
news of some loved one. Those from 
Southern Italy, where a greater por- 
tion of the third class, forming the 
bulk of the passengers of the ship, 
came from, were especially appre- 
hensive. 

Despite the prominently displayed 
notices that there was no news, the 
relatives insisted on forcing their 
way into the offices. Heart-rending 
scenes were repeated all day as per- 
son after person, always: tremulously, 
and often tearfully, pleaded for in- 
formation. There was no informa- 
tion to give.. The officials of the 
steamship campany were obliged to 
declare themselves as much jn the 
dark as anybody else, both concern- 
ing the cause of the seeming disas- 


ter and e names of those saved 
or lost. 


Even the sailing list, containin 
the exact names of all those aboar 
the Mafalda, was unavailable today. 





It is understood that there; were no

prominent persons among. the pas- 
sengers, as the Mafalda was a ship 
not favored by the richer travelers. 
The - Argentine Foreign Minister, 
Sefior Gallardo, and his party, who 
were in Italy for the dedication of 
the Bel © monument at Genoa, 
had booked passage on the Mafalda 
but canceled it at the last moment, 
deciding to visit Paris. 

The Argentine Embassy here stated 
that the only prominent persons 
known to be aboard were a group of 
“sy haere physicians, who came to 
Italy to study the malaria situation. 

The Navigazione Generale officials 
stated. that there were 1,256 persons 
aboard at the time the Mafalda sank, 
including fifty-two first-class, eighty- 
nine second, 827 third and 288 in the 
crew. 

The financial aspects of the dis- 
aster are less grave than was at 
first feared. The ship was valued at 
12,000,000 lire and insured for. 8,700,- 
000. The cargo was fully insured 
and was valued at 2,000, lire. 

The Principessa Mafalda was on 
her last voyage, being within one 
year of the superannuation limit im- 
posed by the Italian law which pro- 
vides that no ship more than twenty 
years old shall be employed for 
transportation of emigrants. It was 
the intenticn of the Navigazione 
Generale to take the Mafalda off the 
transatlantic service on the comple- 
tion of this voyage, replacing her 
with the new motorship Augustus, 
approaching completion at Genoa. 

Italy, which has, perhaps, the 
youngest modern naval traditions of 
any power, feels the loss of the Ma- 
falda beyond power of words to ex- 
press. It is considered in the light 
of.a national calamity. L’Avoro 
d’Italia, in commenting, says: 

‘‘We must face the loss with brave 
hearts, as the wr Fa did when they 
lost the Titanic, the largest and most 
beautiful ship ever launched.”’ 

The Tribuna says: 

‘Before the victims of the Mafalda 
the Italian marine lowers its flag in 
mourning, to raise it again with the 
decision to avenge the dead in the 
only way the dead at sea wish to be 
avenged, namely, with new conquests 
on the seas and oceans.”’

BRITISH SHIPS MADE RESCUES. 


Two Inform London Offices of Sav- 
ing 585 on Mafalda.

LONDON, Oct. 26.—Reports re- 
ceived here from various sources late 
tonight indicate that a majority of 
the ‘passengers of the Principessa 
Mafalda have been saved, and it is 
now thought that the death roll will 
be less than forty. There were no 
British passengers, but British ships 
which responded to distress calls 
played a notable part in the work of 
rescue. Among these were the Blue 
Star liners Avelona and Empire Star. 

A message received by the offices 
of the Blue Star Line here from 
Buenos Aires tonight stated that the 
Avelona, a 14,000-ton boat com- 
manded by Captain Richard Vernon, 
rescued 400 passengers and crew 
from the Mafalda and that the Em- 
pire Star, a cargo ship of 7,200 tons, 
Captain C. R, Cooper, saved an ad- 
ditional 185. The Avelona left Lon- 
don for South America on Oct, 12 
and the Empire Star was homeward 
bound with a cargo of frozen meat, 
being:three days out of Santos. 

A wireless message from the Cap- 
tain of the Empire Star at sea was 
received tonight, saying: 

“Have rescued 185 of the passen- 

ers and crew from Italian liner 

rincipessa Mafalda. Have trans- 
ferred all to French steamer ok 
mose. Proceeded on way at 8 A. M. 
today.’’ 

According to a Lioyds message to- 
night, however, the Avelona played 
no part in the rescue work. The 
Message said: 

“Following wireless message re- 
ceived from Avelona via Victoria, 
Brazil, dated Oct. 26, 4:41 P. M.

Ave- 
lona did not arrive on scene until ten 
hours after accident and cruised 
three and a half hours among wreck- 
age. Passed two lifeboats and sev- 
eral rafts, No sign of any survivors. 
We proceeded on our voyage. Steam- 
ers Athena and Formose proceeding 
to Rio with survivors. Empire Star 
transferred rescued to Formose.”’ 

The financial loss of London under- 
writers in connection with the sink- 
ing of the Mafalda promises to be 
moderate, compared with past losses 
on other big passenger liners. The 
London market was affected by sub- 
stantial reinsurances on the hull, 
cargo and passengers. 

According to Captain George Fred- 
erick Humm of the Royal Mail 
Steam Packet Company, who has 
been voyaging to Rio de Janeiro for 
thirty years, the waters in that part 
of the coast where the Mafalda was 
sunk swarm with sharks,

Its purpose is similar to that of. the 
‘great Pasteur Institute and other 
notable schools and laboratories. It 
will be a true meeting ground for 
scientific life, where professors, 
scholars, business men and savants 
of the whole world can come _to- 
gether and exchange’ ideas. 

‘The house will place at their dis- 

sition all the resources of a great 

echnical library, and also all avail- 
able publications, as issued. It will 
be headquarters for those savants 
and foreign. business ‘men who de- 
sire to cement and continue private 
relations, for which the . recent 
World Chemical Congress demon- 
strated the necessity. as well. as 
demonstrated their worth. ~It will 
add to our dear Paris, city of art 
and beauty, a world intellectual cen- 
tre where disciples of Berthelot can

Says No Hegemony Was Sought. 


M.. Agache concluded by explain- 
~ing that in constructing the Inter- 


national House in Faris, France 
sought no chemical hegemony, even 
of a scientific nature, but was mere- 
ly carrying out in the domain of 
science the dream of Berthelot. 

The delegates of each contributing 
country signed thé scroll, which M. 
Herriot then sealed in the corner- 
stone. The names of the Americans 
were not made public. Among other 
large contributors are Venezuela, 
1,000,000 frances; Colombia, 770,000; 
Czechoslovakia, 717,000; Belgium, 
06,000; Sweden, 330,000; Poland, 
275,000, and Norway, 262,000. Prac- 
tically all the other European na- 
tions, including Russia, are listed, 
but Great Britain does not appear. 

French love of ceremony and the 
desire to have the event take face 
without further delay prompte 
organizers to lay the cornerstone on 
fore the site was selected. Twice the 
Governments have met and chosen 
a place. “However, unanimity is still 
lacking among the chemical leaders, 
and today’s ceremony was held in 
the Place d’Iena, at the.corner of 
the Avenue President Wilson.

Question Roosevelt on Lease. 


Colonel Roosevelt was the first 
witness,--and his .examination..was 
brief. The defense.did not cross-ex- 
amine: him regarding. the letter. he 


wrote, as Acting Secretary... of. the 
Navy, in which he pa proye a policy 
of secrecy with regard to the tank- 
age phases of: the-oil leases and con- 
tracts. It was apparent’ the defense 
will depend:on the ‘letter itself.to sub- 
stantiate their position that this F a 
icy originated not with Mr. Fall 
but with.Colonel Roosevelt, who was 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy. dur- 
ing the ‘entire saat covered by the 
fs Hills and Teapot Dome negotia- 
ons. 

In answer to questions by Mr. Rob- 
erts of Government counsel, Colonel 
Roosevelt said that the proposition 
involving the.storage.of naval fuel 
oil was. of the war. plans of the 
navy. He swore that he knew noth- 
ing about the Teapot Dome lease 
until the latter of April, “1922, 
which ‘would indicate he was kept in 
ignorance of the transaction until 
some time aftef it was completed, 
which 'was-April.7, 1922. 

On cross-examination Mr. Littleton 
wanted to know what the Colonel 
was doing.in the, weeks covered by 
the negotiations and the witness 
answered that he was ‘“‘head of the 
naval experts’’ assigned -to duty. in 
connection. with the conference for 
limitation of naval armaments. 
Those duties, he added, required 
most of his time. 

‘You had nothing to do with, or 
had any knowledge of the practical 
negotiations leading up'to the leases 
in California or in yoming? Mr. 
Little inquired. 

ee sir,”’ replied Colonel Roose- 
velt. 

‘‘And that was due to the fact. that 
you were otherwise occupied?’’ 

‘*Yes, sir,’’ was the reply. 

Frank E. Kistler of Denver was the 
next witness. He was the first of 
Western oil men to be called by the 
Government.and is one of. the 
reliances of the Government. 

At the time of the Teapot trans- 
actions Mr. Kistler was President of 
the Producers and Refiners Corpora- 
tion. The value of the property held 
by the corporation at the time, ac- 
cording to Nr. Kistler, being ap- 
praised at about $50,000,000. 

Mr. Kistler said he came to Wash- 
ington the latter part .of March, 
1922, for the purpose of discussing a 
possible’ lease of the Teapot Dome, 
or part of it, with Secrétary Fall. 
This was a short time before ‘the 
property ‘was leased to. Sinclair. 
Going to the Department of the In- 
terior the witness said he went first 
to the office of Assistant Secretary 
Finney. 


Says He Talked With Fall. 


“Did you state your business to 
Judge Finney?” Mr. Roberts in- 
quired. ‘ 

“I talked with him about making 
an application for the lease of land 
in the Teapot Dome,’’ Mr. Kistler 
answered. 

Q.—Did he negotiate with you? A.—No. 

Q.—What did he say? A.—He said, “I am 
not prepared to talk to you about that. 
That is in the hands of the Secretary and 
you will have to see him,’”’ 

Q.—As a result of that was an elgage- 
ment made for you to see the Secretary? 
A.—Yes, I saw him that afternoon. 

Q.—Can you state the date? A.—I cannot 
recall the exact day, I think it was in 
March, ‘during the latter part of..March. 

Q.—Will you tell us what occurred between 
you and: Secretary Fall with respect to 
this matter? A.—I undertook to discuss the 
matter with him, ‘the leasing of the land on 
the Teapot Dome, or a portion of it. I had 
a plan to take up two sections of: land .out 
of the lock and proposed to drill a well on 
each of those sections for, the, purpose of 
testing the structures to determine whether 
or not they had ol] in commercial quantities. 

Q.—What, if anything, did he say to you in 
reply to that? A.—He said he had not made 
arrangenients, or had not formulated his 
plans to lease the land, had not determined 
what he was going to do.with it, and was 
not ready to consider any proposition. 

Q.—Did he say what, if anything, he would 
do if he did decide on what he was going to 
do or what plans he was going to make 
about leasing the dome? _A.—He sald if) he 
decided to lease it he would let me know 
poy give me an equal opportunity to: bid 
on it, 

Q.—Did he a written 
application? him if it 
‘would be proper for me to file a written ap- 
plication and he said no, he was not ready 


at that time to receive or consider any ap- 
plications, 


Soon Heard Deal Was Closed. 


In reply to other questions by Mr. 
Roberts the witness said the Secre-

Shaffer Gives Testimony. 


John C. Shaffer, publisher of .a 
chain of newspapers in Illinois and

the time. of the;.Teapot transaction 
and at the instance of Secretary Fall 
had called on Mr. Sinclair in New 
York. 

As a result of that visit to New 
York, he said;: Sinclair. proposed to 
let him have the lease of. 400 acres in 
the dome. The deal, however, was 
not completed.. The testimony of Mr. 
Shaffer was, in all its. important 
essentials, a repetition’ of) the testi- 
mony he gave before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Public Lands. 

When Mr. Shaffer vacated the wit- 
ness chair the prosecution called the 
first of the Wyoming witnesses.

TENSION AT BUCHAREST. 

The. Riimanian “ Constitution,”. in 
defense of which Premier BRATIANU 
has. proclaimed ~martial-law; is~less 
than two years old. It dates.from 
Jan. 4, .1926,: when the.-Chamber of 
Deputies accepted Prince CAROL’s 
renunciation of the throne, regulated 
the. succession and established a re- 
gency, CAROL’S departure was: pre- 
cipitated by a combination of fac- 
tional, family and: personal issues 
which is well described by our Paris 
correspondent as a movie thriller, 
but: which in pre-Hollywood days 
used to be described as Byzantine. 
The former heir apparent’s experi- 
ments in hedonism would not in 
themselves have brought about his 
virtual eviction. There are ways of 
overlooking such royal peccadilloes 
in the absence of other complica- 
tions. But CAROL challenged the au- 
thority of the all-powerful Ion Bra- 
TIANU and entered into a feud with 
his mother, Queen MARIE. His per- 
sonal life was not such.as to stir the 
enthusiasm of the anti-Bratianu 
political leaders. When it came to 
the test he surrendered a crown: in 
Rumania for a mistress in Paris. 

In BRATIANU’S case it happens 
that personal ambition is reinforced 
by ‘a fair record of national service. 
His father was one of the founders 
of the Rumanian State. He himself 
during the World War stood for a 
pro-Ally policy and might thus take 
credit for, Rumania’s aggrandize- 
ment after the war. The Premier- 
dictator has more than once stressed 
the point that Cakor’s adventures 
and family feuds,were.a metiace at a 
time when Rumania, like all the 
other new or rebuilt nationalities of 
Middle Europe, needed quiet at home 
and a good name abroad. To a cor- 
respondent of the Paris Figaro ‘the 
Premier declared a fortnight ago: 
“Today kings are an anachronism, 
“ anyhow; all the more reason why 
“kings and princes should not pro- 
“ ceed deliberately to cut the ground 
“from under their own feet.” This 
might..be construed as .a threat in 
two directions: to Prince Caro. and 
to Queen MARIE, who is now believed 
to be chafing in’turn under the Bra- 
tianu dictatorship. Recent dispatches 
have spoken of a direct warning to 
MaRiE that if she made common 
cause with CAROL a republic would 
be proclairhed in’ Rumania: 

That such a change in MARIE'S 
attitude has taken place is sug- 
gested, among other things, by the 
story of the late King’s death-bed 
letter, in which FERDINAND pleaded 
with BRATIANU for the return of 
CaROL. A photograph of that letter 
was: forwarded to CAROL by a mem- 
ber of the royal family. At the same 
time a death-bed story of paternal 
love: and forgiveness could not but 
promote a revulsion of popular feel- 
ing in favor of the Paris exile. That 
would account for CaARoL’s parting 
with his latest. enchantress.—a .con- 
dition laid ‘down some fine ago by 
his Peasant Party - supporters——and 
the renewed challenge to BRATIANU. 
The latter is obviously employing not 
only force. but_astuteness.._.CAROL’S 

messenger has been arrested and 
martial law has. .been’ proclaimed, 
But. at the.same time . Parliament 
has been | summoned. ‘Tt is the Pre- 
mier’s avowed pur ‘to put up to 
his political . nents the question

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course is further signalized by his

Convention. Senator CurTis lets it 
be. known that he‘means business 
about: the “Presidency, and if the 
Kansans behind him don’t mean ‘it 
also, he will ‘have nothing to do with 
the affair.” 

,His bold step into the open will 

undoubtedly assure him a. solid del- 
egation from Kansas, State loyalty 
would guarantee ‘this, even if per- 
sonal regard for Senator CurTIs did 
not. He is among the most likable 
of: men.- As leader, or ostensible 
leader, of the Republicans in the 
Senate, he has been very popular 
-With ‘both sides and stands high in 
the good graces of many Southern 
Democrats. They will give him 
their good wishes, even if they can- 
not give him any votes in the Re- 
publican Convention. As regards 
his relations with President CooL- 
IDGE, they have probably not been 
so close or confidential as some 
of the Washington correspondents 
imply when they say that the course 
of Senator CURTIS in coming out for 
the Presidency shows that he at 
least has assurances that Mr. COooL- 
IDGE will consent neither to run nor 
to be drafted in 1928. . This does not 
necessarily follow. It was an open 
secret in Washington that Senator 
CurTis had an unofficial co-leader 
in the Senate, and that this gentle- 
man, Senator BUTLER of Massachu- 
setts, sometimes prevented perfect 
understanding and harmony between 
the: President and his nominal 
spokesman*on the floor of the 
Senate. 
Passing all that by, it is plain 
that while Senator CURTIS is ob- 
viously serious the country is not 
in the mood to take his candidacy 
seriously. His record as a regular 
Republican is not such as to endear 
him to the fervid and radical moral 
sentiment which today seems to 
animate so large a part of the Re- 
publican Party even in his own sec- 
tion of the country. He has been, 
in general, as befits one privileged 
to live in Kansas, a man with a 
heart open as day to the complaints 
and demands of the farmer, but 
that will hardly be enough to out- 
weigh some of the votes which he 
has cast in the Senate for causes 
and persons that have incurred the 
terrible name of “reactionary.” Yet 
his entrance into the contest is to 
be welcomed. To it he will add zest 
and variety. Nor will even a cynic, 
gazing upon the round and genial 
face of CHARLES CURTIS, as he pre- 
sents himself to the nation, be 
tempted to ask again, “ What’s the 
matter with Kansas? ” 


BANKERS AND MANUFAC- 
TURERS. 


The conventions held every Au- 
tumn by the national associations of 
bankers and manufacturers are 
always of interest, especially in 
directing attention tothe larger 
problems which have been occupying 
their minds. When the American 
Bankers’. Association met this week 
in Houston, Texas, it was rather 
generally supposed that the internal 
differences of the Federal Reserve 
system, especially about the ques- 
tion of the respective authority of 
the Reserve Board and the Federal 
Banks to initiate official discount 
rates, would be brought into renewed 
discussion. Apparently, however, it 

was the wish of the association that 
this should not happen. 

The President’s opening speech 
made no direct allusion to that con- 
troversy, but emphasized the fact 
that new legislation regarding the 
Federal Reserve was. to be depre- 
cated. Criticisms lately leveled at 
the system’s working, Mr. TRAYLOR 
urged, affected matters of adminis- 
tration, not what might be regarded 
as inherent defects in the Reserve 
law. The real need of the day is 
“to strengthen ‘the administrative 
“system ‘without undermining’ the 
“ foundations ‘ of the structure.” 
Nothing could be more unfortunate 
than “agitation for or actual fur- 
“ther legislation with respect to our

The city authorities -cer- 
tainly cannot spend “ all the money 
they wish” on “subways or. any 
other public improvements.” ,They 
must first find the money, and the 
State Constitution places a‘limit not 
only on the debt of cities but on 
their tax rate. In addition to provid- 
ing for the interest charges and the 
State. tax, the rate must. not exceed 
2 per cent. of the assessments. 
This is no academic restriction. It 
confronts the members of the Board 
of Estimate today as. they wrestle 
withthe budget for next year. If 
they are conservatively minded, they 
will hesitate to assume that ‘the in- 
crease in assessed valuation of tax- 
able property over last year’s total 
of $14,837,000,000 will be more than 
$1,100,000,000. On that basis it ‘is 
calculated that the: budget may’ not 
exceed $521,000,000 even if the 2 per 
cent. tax is used, up to” the last 
penny. 
In spite of this-the board original- 
ly proposed a budget of $525,000,000. 
No wonder there was. public protest, 
and no wonder the Mayor promises 
reductions. Apparently four mil- 
lions must be lopped off if only to 
keep the budget within constitu- 
tional limitations, . If the Mayor 
carries out his pledge to maintain 
the present tax rate, he must cut 
out ten or twelve millions more, 
bringing the’ total down to some- 
where in the neighborhood of $509,- 
000,000. And that leaves little 
enough fcr contingencies. If for 
any reason the increased. assess- 
ments; -when> finally’ ‘confirmed, 
should: drop. below $1,100,000,000, 
the tax rate would have to go up 
proportionately. 

The bulk of the $7,000,000 which 
Controller. BERRY asked to have in- 
cluded in the total, for snow removal 
and so on, must be left in, or the 
“honest budget” will be a laughing- 
stock, The $20,210,000 requested by 
Chairman DELANEY to start his new 
subway financing plan contains $2,- 
210,000 for interest which was ap- 
parently already taken care.of. So 
that item should. come out. If the 
whole $20,210,000 were eliminated, 
the budget would be reduced to $505,- 
000,000. That would preserve the 
present tax rate and leave a margin 
of about $4,000,000—narrow enough!

MORE SMALL PARKS. 

The proposal. to condemn park 
sites in different parts of the city 
and permit. the erection of residen- 
tial .buildings facing them is a new 
statement of 'an old idea frequently 
discussed by those interested in city 
planning.’

THe Times correspondent Arthur 
Webb paints in vivid colors when 
describing his experience in Ireland. 
,| it is safe to say that his picture of 
conditions in County Leitrim could 
be paralleled in any American State. 
One need not go outside New York— 
as the advertising pages of the daily 
press proclaim—to discover how»much 
New Yorkers rely upon foreign skill 
and labor for those necessities that 
distinguish civilization from barbar- 
ism. No one concludes that these 
evidences. of American appreciation 
for imported commodities are indica- 
tive of a backward nation. On the 
contrary, it is accepted as econom- 
ically sound that a country that ex- 
ports must: also import and that a 
country may profit by exchange of 
commodities. 

County Leitrim is an agricultural 
territory and exchanges its products 
for manufactured goods. Razors and 
coffin mountings are not manufac- 
tured in Ireland, for the simple rea- 
son that these and other manufac- 
tured articles could not be produced 
at a cost to meet the mass production 
of foreign countries. Soap and rope 
of Irish. manufacture will compare 
with any .imported. Another phase 
of Irish economics is: that the im- 
portation in such large quantities of 
cheaper foreign foodstuffs is bal- 
anced by the exportation of superior 
Irish foodstuffs that command the 
highest market prices. This may be 
evidence of a lower standard of liv- 
ing in Ireland, but it cannot be urged 
intelligently that it evidences decline 
in agricultural progress. 

The historical causes that produced 
these economic conditions are known. 
Under an independent Government 
reforestation has been proceeding on 
a large scale. Ten thousand addi- 
tional workers have been added- to 
the payrolls in the Irish Free State 
in the last three years, as the result 
of: five years of government in ac- 
cordance: with Irish ideas. Ireland 
will continue to export her superior 
farm products and import cheaper 
foodstuffsuntil economic conditions 
have .reached a level, in increased 
production, increased population and 
higher standard of Hving, : that will 
watrant:a change.

STRAIGHTAWAY TRAFFIC. 


Plan for Synchronizing Pedestrian 
and’ Vehicular Movement. —~ 
To the' Editor of The New York Times: 

With the ‘transportation question 
boiling over, above and under ground 
as well as in the air, problems galore 
have arisen as to how to protect the 
community, taxpayers, investors and 
the lives of .the public. 

The latter being the most impor 
tant, and having in mind a regula~ 
tion in some States, particularly 
Texas, which tends to minimize acci« 
dents and saves time for both pedes- 
trians and vehicles, it seems rather 
strange that it has not been tried out 
and adopted in New York and other 
large cities. 

Reference is made to that edict 
which stops both. wheels and pedes- 
trians at street corners to allow an 
uninterrupted flow. north and south, 
or east and west, as, the case may be, 

Not only those who have visited 
the larger cities of Texas can testify 
to the advantages and safety fea- 
tures: for all concerned, but it can) 
readily be seen, and shown by a brief, 
example, how. pedestrians save time 
by this rule, regardless of the sateen:

cross a street at a given point; there 
fore, if the mission is to a store or. 
location on the other side of the 
street a. block or two away, the 
crossing can be made promptly if-the

$4,000,000 EMERALDS 
EXHIBITED FOR SALE 


Rare Collection, Said to Be the 
' World’s Largest and 1,000. 
Years Old, Shown at Plaza. 


ONE GEM IS 3,500. CARATS 


Carved in Form of. Chinese Figure, 
It Is Valued at $500,000—All 
Belonged to Late Indian Prince. 


A rare collection of emeralds, said 
to include the largest carved or plain 
emeralds in the world, were exhibited 


yesterday afternoon by M. Dialdas & 
Sons, merchants of Eastern India, 
at the Hotel Plaza. They were 
brought from India last week by U. 
P,, Master, whose Hindu name. is 
Udharam Partabrai, one of the lead- 
ing gem experts of that country and 
a close friend: of the former owner, 
the late Nawab Obaidulah Khan Ba- 
hadur of a a whose family wishes 
to dispose of them. 

The sotineticn. which consists of 
five carved pieces, has a value of 
$1,000,000. e largest emerald, a 
Chinese figure, is 3,500 carats and is 
valued at $500,000. There is a sixth 
piece, in the form of a ring, of 40 
carats, which is valued at $25,000. 

All the pieces are exempt from duty 
as antiques. They are kept in a safe 
at the hotel, and when shown yes- 
terday in the exhibition room of 
Dialdas & Sons they were carefully. 
goerine by two stalwart Hindus, 

am Narain and Detaram Mang- 
hanmal. The latter is in charge of 
the Philadelphia office of the East 
Indian Merchants. 

The gems were carried from the 
hotel safe to the West. Fift ot 
Street side of the hotel and shown 
only for’ a short’time in the exhibi- 
tion room. Afternoon tea was in 

progress and none of the guests real- 
ized that.a fortune in jewels was 
‘being carried through their midst, 
although many were attracted by the 

me sore pin of the Hindu who car- 
d ‘the emeralds, loosely wrappéd, 
in his arms. 

According to Mr. Master, who said 
the nickname was given to him by 
the late Nawab, who called him a 
master of jewels after he had valued 
the. collection, the emeralds were 
purchased by the Prince, one of the 
ruling Princes of East India, from 
a Mandarin in China about twenty- 
five years ago. They are said to be 
at least 1,000. years old. . 

The Nawab; he said, was'a well- 
known collector of antiques and fond 
of gathering precious stones and 
Persian. art. He died in 1924 and his 
family, which Mr. Master described 
as belonging to the.new. generation, 
handed the pieces over to him to be 
disposed of, either to some ‘museum 
or private collector. 

e fact that the emeralds.-are 
carved, hé said, was one reason why 
the collection was so valuable. He 
described the emerald.as a very soft 
stone, exceedingly difficult to cut, 
especially so. deeply carved as ‘those 
in the Nawab collection... New emer- 
alds, he said, are found in mines to- 
day in South America’ and Russia, 
but no more old emeralds. can be 
found. This makes the old emeralds 
priceless. 

The pond pg emerald figure.is about 
éight inches in height. The second 
is a smaller Chinese: figure, a woman 
with. a child and,a basket of fruit, 
and the third, a Chinese woman with 
vase There are two vases; one 
served, with handles, and tho other 
with a ‘lid surmounted by alion. The 
ring is of the largest size in the dark 
shade of emerald. 

Mr. Master told ‘a legend of India 
as to how Spcpernie originally was 
discovered. tale-had to. do with 
a sage of -thousands of years ago, 

gifted supernaturally, who allowed a 
devoted follower: to :choose puribing 
he wanted in the world. The fo 
lower. indicated he desired most the 
riches of the world, and the legend 
recounts how he set out to a certain 
spot designated. .by .the..sage, en- 
countered dangers, and. returned. 
-|Given another chance, the follower 
overcame the dangers of the jungle, 
was thrown from a small boat in 
midstream when a storm overtook 
him, and when he came: to he found 
himself resting’ on, a hillock « sur- 
rounded -by some stones.

Jeweler Declares Smuggling by 
Amateurs Rivals Huge’ Total 
of Professional Band. 


DEMANDS IT BE CHECKED 


He Advocates a “Diamond Squad” 
to Break Up Practice—Wil! Put 
Appeal Up to Mellon. 


The ‘diamond ring,’ which, as 
told yesterday in a Paris dispatch to 
Tus New York TIMES, was accused of 
smuggling $50,000,000 worth of pre- 
cious stones. into this country in a 
year, is rivaled by returning tourists, 
said Meyer D. Rothschild, President 
of the American Jewelers Protective 
Association, yesterday. Amateur 
smugglers are bringing in an equal 
amount, he said. The total value of 
stones that enter the country illicitly 
each twelvemonth is thus reckoned 

as twice the value of stones that are 
brought in legitimately. 

Mr. Rothschild said that ‘‘for some 
unaccountable reason the. Govern- 
ment has not. taken all the steps it 
could to prevent this. sort of smug- 
gling’’ and advocated a special ‘‘dia- 
mond squad’’ to break up the band. 
His association yesterday planned to 
ask the help of Secretary Mellon to 
stop | the practice, whic he said, 
was ‘‘growing by leaps and bounds.” 

‘Millions of dollars are lost an- 
nually by the Government,’’ Mr. 
Rothschild said yesterday at his of- 
fice, hate, | 7 the operation of 
smugglers onest jewelers face 
ruinous competition since the ‘ring’ 
guarantees to bring gems in at a 
cost of only 8 per cent. Duty on 
diamonds is 20.per cent., so there is 
no chance of fair competition for 
honest jewelers.’’ 

“Pitiless publicity,’’ Mr. Rothschild 
said, plus heavy fines, would soon 

ut a stop to amateur "smuggling (+) d 
ewels. e Government offers a 
reward of 25 per cent. of the amount 
recovered up to $50,000 for informa- 
tion concerning; smuggled stones.

Denant is arrested and 
sentenced, to five , years Phe BE Sudesleleya 
for manslaughter..’The nine succeed- 
ing episodes of the play chronicle de- 
tails in his ill-fated attempt to_ es- 
cape. 

One of Mr. Galsworthy’ s traits— 
not always'a strong one—is to pro- 
pose questions rather than ‘to solve 
them. In the nine episodes involving 
Denant’s escape he asks whether a 
citizen" is duty-bound to, impede a 
convict’s escape. The law is plainly 
in the affirmative. But:the people 
whom Denant ‘chances to meet as he 
slips furtively through the landscape 
have varying points of view. As one 
sunny old gentleman Says, discussing 
the famous Denant trial, ‘“Thé detec- 
tive was undoubtedly doing his duty, 
And yet, quite a question-—. Rather 
dangerous giving the police a° dis- 
cretion on morals. The police are 
very like oufselves: and—er—most of 
us haven't discretion, and» the rest 
haven’t got morals.’ 

Since Denant ‘is obviously a gentle- 
man, with a nice gift of banter; 
people of sporting instinct and chil- 
dren are inclined, to help him, but 

stolid farmers, sticklers for conven- 
tion and stuffy middle-class picnick- 
ers chase him as savagely as blood- 
hounds, .After several fleeting. en- 
counters, ‘amusing and revealing, 
Denant flees into the vestry of a 
village church just before evening 
service. Shall the parson betray him 
or protect him? Quietly and decent- 
Iv they’ have it back ‘and forth. For 
the parson is a humble chap with a 
grave sense of moral responsibility. 
But when the pursuers dash in he 
stuffs Denant out of sight behind the 
surplices and cassocks until Denant 
surrenders to avoid incriminating the 
parson.

Loses Exciting Ten-Round Bout

GREEN WINS FROM SALFARO

Sammy Dorfman, undefeated feath- 
erweight from the east side, chalked 
up another victory last night at the 
Pioneer A. C., where he defeated 
Domenick Petrone of Harlem in the 
feature bout of ten rounds.
